DEVONSHIRE PARK DENIED A LICENSE. 



Windsor, Out.. August 24. — Windsor men inter- 
ested iu Dtvoi'shire Park, the third traek for this 
city and whieli is under i-oiistruetioii. were notitiwi 
at ‘noon toda.v that a lieeust iiulliorizing tlieir pro- 
IKised race meeting liere in September will not Im 
granted. The work of eoiistr.iction was halted upon 
the receipt of the message. Tlie fimil action was 
taken b.v Attorney While, solicitor iu the Provincial 
Secn-tury’s department. 

Despite a declaration some time ago b.v tlie Cana- 
dian government tli:it onl.v two traclis would la* 
allowed at Windsor, the promoters of Dcvimshin* 
Park went ahead with the building of the traik. 
Strong influence was bixmglit to fx,*ar on tlie gov- 
ernment to deny it a license. It is understood that 
O. B. Fleiiiiiig ami Dr. J. O. Keaiirne. former tfn- 
tario Minister of Public Works, were local uieu in- 
terested iu tlie iiroject.

Toronto, Ont.. Aug. 24. — Provincial treasurer T. 
M. Me-Carry stated this morning that a deputation 
would wait on him tomorrow from Windsor, with 
a request to allow races to l«» run on_ a third race 
course that it is proiKised to build iu that city. 
In view of the fact that many objections have 
ls*en rei*eived from citizens of the town, to the 
establialuuciit of a third race track there, it is 
understood that the government will most likely 
he opiK>scd to grunting the permlssiou.

niKimtches from iHjtli IJerlin and Ixtndon iin- 
nounc** the arival at Bremen of tlie under-water 
liner Deutseliland. The Berlin rejiort savs: The 

Kiibiiiarine Deutseliland evaded a score of British 
•warships and patrol eraft on the lookout for it, 
and made its way safely through the English chan- 
nel on its return trip from the I'nited States, ac- 
foriling to Bn-men dispatches yesterday. It came 
to the surface Tuesday aftern<K>n in the southern 
part of the North sea, after it had run the British 
iilockade in the channel siiccessfull.v. Not until she 
was approaching Heligoland and in no danger of 
being pursued by Ib^itish Avarships did it wireless 
news of its arrival. The Ihaitschland called at 
Heligoland for a fetv hours, stopiiiiig long enough 
to give its seamen a chance to stretch their legs 
and obtain a first-class meal. News of its coming 
was telegraplied to Bremen and a great crowd gath- 
ered at the d(H‘ks and gave it a hearty tveb-ome 
when it arrived. The Ih'ut.schland, a (lerman sui«*r- 
submarine, built for carr.ving merchandise, arrived 
at Baltimore fmm Bri'inen on .lul.v P with a cargo 
of dyestuffs, and mails. Its arrival was hailed 
in tJerman.v as the beginning of a regular sub- 
marine merchant service Iwtween the Tnited States 
and tJerman.v tvliich AA'uuld h«> able to ilef.v the 
British blo<-k:ide. It was announced that it would 
be followed shortl.v b.v the Bremen, a sister sliij). 
The Deutschland left Batlimon- on its return 
Journey on August 1 with a c.argo of nibls-r and 
metal. On .\ngust IH there was a rc|s,rt from 

tleneva, SAvit»-rland, to the effe<-t that private dis- 
patches to that cit.v from Berlin saiil the D<'ut.«-h- 
land had arrived at Bremen on the da.v l>efore. 
Tliis was neither confirmed nor denied at the time 
in an.v direct :innounc<-ment from Berlin. Tiie 
l>mdon report of tlie matter says; Reports of tlie 
return of the Oerman sulmiariue Deutseliland from 
the I’nited States are corroliorated in a telegram 
received at ,\msterdain from Bremen, as forwarded 
b.v Renter’s correspondent. .\ccording to tliis in- 
formation tlie Deutschland traveled miles on 

her homewanl vo.vage. ,\t tlie beginning the sea 
was tempestuous but later it Is'canie more calm. 
The Deuts<-liland proA-i-d to be able to navigate the 
stormy seas excellent l.v. Her engines worked fault - 
lessl.v. No icels'rgs were passisl on the journe.v. 
The .\nierican government, says the dispatch, acted 
in a correct manner ns a neutral, rigoronsl.v enforc- 
ing res|M‘ct for its frontier from British and French 
xvarsliips b.v the cniido.vnient of its own men of 
war. .\fter a British cruiser entered ('ln-sai*eake
